workmen 
are 


urged to accept the challenge thrown 
down by the government. 


The revolutionists, it is declared, 


shortly will proclaim, themselves an 
acting government. 
They will divide 


Russia roughly into a thousand elec- 
toral districts. 
Meanwhile the . gov- 


ernment fears to act with vigor, only 
arresting a few strike leaders and lib- 
erating them the next day. 


Terrorize Backsliders. 


The strike committee continues its 


terrorism.

"blacklegs" intolerable, beating and 
killing them 'on the streets. The Cos- 
sacks who Intervened Saturday were 
put. to flight by a shower of bomb 
cai.es containing messages stating'that 
loaded bombs would follow.

just after Christmas. He added: 


"Delegates have been sent in every 


direction. Some are still away. Those 
who have returned speak enthusiastic- 
ally on the reception of the strike pro- 
posal. The country is ripe for revolu- 
tion, although the workmen, as shown 
at the meetings hero, sometimes are 
compelled to subordinate political to 
economic aims. It is simply owing to 
their being faced by starvation that 
the vast majority of them would wel- 
come a general strike. 


"Furthermore, preparations for an 


armed rising are highly advanced. The 
men possess a large quantity of arms, 
but we cannot exyect to succeed unless 
we aije joined by a considerable por- 
tion of the military. The propaganda 
has made such strides in the ranks of 
the army that the revolutionists are 
justified in counting on the support of 
sufficient numbers to insure victory."

and a number' wounded. The trouble 
was due to the efforts of strikers to get 
the mail carriers to quit work.

as practicable. 


It Is a recognized fact that the con- 


tributions to the fund from the var- 
ious states are in most cases not in 
proportion to the need of those states 
for irrigation. 
Arizona and Nevada, 


for instance-, whose lands have con- 
tributed very little to the fund, have 
probably the greatest need and op- 
portunity for reclamation, while on 
the other 'hand, North Dakota and 
Oklahoma, though large contributors, 
have perhaps the least actual need 
for irrigation of any of the western 
states. In some cases the chief aim 
of politicians has been 
apparently 


not so much to develop irrigation as 
to secure the expenditure of federal 
funds In the section they represent.

POLAND. 


The first real interruption of the 


work of reform in Russia proceeds 
from Poland. 
That unhappy country 


is involved in a state of 
practical 


civil war. 
The people largely reject 


the Czar's offer' ol' a 
constitution. 
' The refuse to cooperate 
with the 


rest of the empire in the establish- 
ment ot a national assembly. 
They 


demand that Poalnd shall have its 
ancient constitution and separate ad- 
ministration restored, as Finland has 
had, and they 'declare they will be 
satisfied with nothing less. In reply, 
the Czar tells them he will tolerate 
no attacks 'upon the integrity of the 
empire, and he withdraws from them 
all benefits of his recent reform mani- 
festoes until they show a more peace- 
ful and reasonable disposition. 


Tfie incident will cause much re- 


gret; but sympathy, 
save 
from' a 


purely sentimental source, will chiefly 
be with the Czar. There is a great 
and radical difference between the 
cases of Finland and 
Poland. 
The 


former's independence 
was 
not at- 


tacked -until six years ago, and then 
for no fault whatever of the Finns, 
whifc? the constitution of the latter 
was abolished seventy-five years ago 
iu consequence of its 
insurrection; 


its separate administration was abol- 
ished forty-one years ago because of 
another rebellion, and 
as much as 


thirty-seven years ago Poland 
vas 


completely corporated 
into 
Russia, 


Theoretically, lapse of 
time cannot 


make a 
wrong 
right. 
Practically, 


there is much, more reason for un- 
doing a recent wrong, in which the 
sufferers have never acquiesced and 
to which they have not become hab- 
ituated, than for undoing one of an- 
cient date, in which there has been 
much acquiescence and to which the 


people and their c institutions have 
long been accustomed. 


There has long been, and doubtless 


will long' be, a vast amount of sym- 
pathy with Poland on sentimental and 
romantic 
grounds. The 
characters 


and careers of some Polish patriots 
especially appeal to Americans, and 
the undoubted oppressions vhic'h the 
Polish people have at times suffered 
have shocked .humanity. 
The "parti- 


tion of Poland" will probably always 
be regarded as one of history's mon- 
umental crimes. From that judgment 
we may not dissent, and of course 
we must earnestly depreciate any op 
pression of the Poles—as of any oth- 
er people. Historically, however, we 
•must also remember .that the Poles 
at one time invaded, spoliated and op- 
pressed Russia, that the. Polish king- 
dom was for many years one of the 
worst troublers of Europe, and that 
the fall of Poland was not materially 
dissimilar from that of various other 
European 
stales 
concerning which 


little or nothing is ever said. Prac- 
tically, at the present time, an in- 
superable obstacle to Polish rehabita- 
lion lies in tlie fact that portions of 
the old kingdom to Prussia and Aus- 
tria, and these have as good a right 
to restored independence as the Rus- 
sian part; wherefore the restoration 
of the kingdom would involve the 3'e- 
making of the maps of the other two 
empires as1 well as of Russia, a step 
which of course they will not'take. 


It would'be'highly agreeable to see 


peace, contentment and prosperity re- 
stored to the Polish people, and to 
see the blessings of a free popular 
;overnment 
conferred 
upon 
them. 


But from a practical point of view 
those ends seem far more likely to be 
attained through cooperation with the 
Russian people in the improvement of 
the •oportunitios of emancipation now 
opening1 before them than' through a 
stubborn turning 
batik 
toward the 


things that were lost three-quarters 
of a century ago.

There is no 
necessity for it. 
- "It Is easier to carry molecular vi- 
bration by millions of waves a second 
than freight cars Cull of crude matter. 
We can ship 100,000 horse power over 
the wire quicker and more economic- 
ally than we can send tho equivalent 
in coal over a railroad track. 


"We must eliminate the railroad al- 


together from this problem. 
What's 


the use of it.? 
We don't want coa! 


anyhow. 
It does us no good to looTc 


at it. What we want is the resultant 
of the utmost, energy that can be pro-1 
duced. And there is no sense in car- 
rying around millions of tons of i'aw 
material like coal when we can get a 
product deliverey to us by wire. 


Saving Will Be Great. 


"Everything points to the fact that 


in the near future electricity will be 
produced for general consumption by 
great power houses at the mouths of 
coal pits.

a third less to transport,

form of coal in railroads cars.

freight to be 51.90. Now. we can turn. 
coal into electricity nt the mine and 
convey at by wire by less than half 
of the cost of the frej^iuage' of. coal. 


"•'Electricity'win lake Uib "'piace or 


horses. 
It will solve the vehicle and 


traffic problem of cities. My new elec- 
tric storage battery itself will make 
electricity 'cheaper than hor.ses. 
In 


the spring-we will be ready to furnish- 
new batteries.' Not only will they take 
half the space of horse traffic but 
they will go twice as fast. They can 
be stored on upper floors by .means 
of elevators. 
The saving of stable 


space in New York will cover at least 
$200,000,000 worth of property. 


Water Power Going to Waste. 


"Not only will electric power be de- 


veloped and' distributed 
from 
coal 


mines In the future, but all the water 
.power in the world will be used for 
the production of electricity. 
That 


movement has begun and is advancing 
rapidly. 
In 
California, where 
men 


have nerve enough to overcome habit, 
they are transmitting electric power 
275 miles by wire and running street 
cars and lighting cities by it. That is 
the sort of spirit that will wake the 
world up one of these days. 
I wish 


that spirit in California would .spread 
everywhere."
